The talks by Dr. KING were in 
connection with the various phases of the current civil rights 
bill which is now before the D.S. Senate. 

He left Bridgeport In the vicinity of midnight and was 
going to Kennedy Airport in New York City. Information 
was received that on March 12, 1964, Dr. KING was going 
to Louisville, Kentucky to attend a meeting. The nature 
or purpose of this meeting was not known, however, it 
was indicated that it was a meeting and not a speaking 
engagement.

Although I would like to be ol service, information In 
the files of the FBI must be maintained as confidential in accordance 
with regulations of the Department of Justice. With reference to 
your request to be advised if Martin Luther King, Jr. , has been 
completely cleared of any association with communists, the FBI 
does not Usue or deny clearances of any type. It follows, therefore, 
that this Bureau did not issue any such clearance as indicated in 
your letter.

Jones told King that **we" have been ^erhauling" and 
going over the records of the New York Office (of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference /^g'CLC'^off ice j in connection 
with mailing procedures and the (mailing) lists. Jones 
mentioned in connection with this that "our friend" (Stanley 
Levison) and Miss Adele Cantor (an employee of the SCLC) would 
like very much to go down to Atlanta on Friday and Saturday, and 
King replied that those dates would be all right with him, 

Jones said he would notify the people (Levison and Cantor) about 
Friday, and King tcld Jones to have them call him so he 
could have them picked up.^j^ 

King stated in regard to the Rockefeller affair 
on Saturday, ‘‘we” are rebuilding three churches in Georgia 
and that he was wondering if the money collected could go to 
church rebuilding, Jones stated it would be all right. 

King mentioned that they had raised $76,000 and that they 
need over $90,000. Jones mentioned that the "Rockefeller people" 
are so tax conscious that they put tax considerations above all 
other considerations. Jones stated that they would rather 
give the money to the SCLC and not to King*s church. Jones 
remarked that the money could be given directly to the 
building fund and there would be no question about a tax 
deduction. King indicated that the way it is arranged at the 
present time the check would be made out to the Urban League 
and that they would make the distribution. King mentioned 
that the name of the fund is the Ollve^ Baptist Churc.h.., 
Buildljig ^nd^and that Nelson RocT^feller Is'^famiiraF 
4>tr-tretalis^’he gave $10,000 to it. King said that he talked • 
to Rodman Rockefeller (who la the son of Governor Rockefeller) 
and he stated that Rodman wanted to guarantee him $6,500 
and the remainder was to go to the (Urban) League no matter 
how much money was collected. King said he told Rodman 
that he cotild not do It that way because the League did not 
have trouble collecting money and that they were tax exempt 
and that he could not use his time collecting money for ^ 
organizations other than his own.- King mentioned that "apparently 
you have a little dissension in the League", and Jones indicated 
that there was and stated that "they" (the Urban League) want 
all of the money. Jones stated that (Rodman) ••Rockefeller 
indicated to him that unless he (Jones) could furnish 
him a tax exempt organization to which a contribution could 
be made In order to contribute to King, then the contribution 
would only be token. Jones said that Rockefeller should be

Jones advised King that he and Joan Daves had 
discussed the possibility of discussing Klng*s picture 
rights (regarding the book) with Harry Belafonte and 
20th Centruy Fox.

Reference is made to' Mr, DcLoach's memorandum of 2-5-64 
in which he reported a conversation he had had with Ed Guthman of 
/ the Department concerning letters to members of Congress dealing 
with Martin Luther King. In this connection the Director has 
inquired as to my activities with regard to clearance of such 
comnunications. 

The only letter which I had anything to do with clear- 
ing was one from the Attorney General to Senator Richard B. 

Russell dated 11-1-63, The circumstances surrounding this are 
as follows: Shortly after noon on 11-1-63 Assistant Attorney 

General (AAG) Marshall furnished to me the Department’s file of 
correspondence with Senator Russell concerning the association 
of King with Hunter Pitts O’Dell, A proposed letter to Senator 
Russell for the Attorney General’s (AG) sigpature dated 11-1-63 
was attached, Marshall said he and the AG had discussed the 
proposed letter with the President. Marshall asked us to con- 
sider the language in the proposed letter to Senator Russell to 
determine if it would jeopardize our informant or otherwise 
interfere with our investigation of communist matters. 

Since time was of the essence 1 took the proposed letter 
to Mr, Belmont’s office and discussed it with him. We concluded 
that there were definite objections to the letter as it was writtei 
as it specifically referred to sensitive sources available to the 
FBI. A memorandum was prepared recommending changes in the letter 
(This memorandum is attached.) f.

^ see the AG about it. We did this. Alter the AG read the letter 
as changed he said he was not certain it would accomplish its 
purpose. He called the President and told him what had happened. 
Marshall and the AG tried to redraft a letter which would be in 
line with our observations. Each draft after written was dis- 
cussed with the President telephonically by the AG and none of 
the drafts were satisfactory to the President, He thereafter 
decided that an innocuous letter saying nothing of substance 
should be sent to Senator Russell which letter should be deliverec 
by AAG Marshall and me. At the time the letter was delivered 
the Senator was to be furnished orally by Marshall with detailed 
information as to Martin Luther King*s activities. I was merely 
I to assure the Senator as to the sensitive position of our informal 
7 and the fact that information from this informant of a continuing 
1 nature was vital to the country’s welfare. After the AG had left 
the city Deputy AG Kat^enbach was substituted for Burke Marshall 
as Katzenbach knew the Senator. An appointment to see the 
Senator was made for 5; 00 p.m., 11-1-63. At this meeting Katzenba 
furnished the Senator with information concerning King and his 
communist connections. It was unnecessary for me to say anything 
, at this conference other than to confirm Katzenbach ’s statement 
i about the sensitiveness of our source. The Senator indicated 
I satisfaction with the explanation given to him by Katzenbach and 
I said that he did not intend to make any speech on the floor of the 
Ij Senate about this. W 

On my return to the Bureau that afternoon I prepared a 
memorandum on this contact which is attached.

I told Guthman he had raised several points that should be s^traightened 
out. I mentioned that there had been no leaks from the FBI concerning Dr. Martin 
Luther King, however, Congressmen had made speeches concerning King's background j 
and there had been a number of articles in newspapers. I mentioned that the Attorney L 
General's connections with King were none of our business, however, J could understand’ 
why Guthman might be somewhat perturbed inasmuch as the Attorney General had m^(Je 
public statements before the Congress which indicated King had no communistic . .

Guthman stated that he wanted to repeat once a gain tKar an ej^os u^ / 
of King would not hurt the Attorney General in any way.

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Guthman told me he had no proA-^Pm^evey FBI had furnishec 

information to the newspapers concerning King. He state^f^t obviously the 
Department had not leaked any information inasmuch as^nly fou^ndivi duals in 
the Department, the Attorney General, Katzenbach, Ass!i^Iaiit-AUorney General Mille 
and Guthman, were the only ones who knew of King's connections with Stanley 
jLevinson. I told Guthman that Burke Marshall undoubtedly knew of such connections 
inasmuch as I believe he had talked to King. Guthman admitted this was true.j^^x^

From the tone of Guthman's entire remarks, it would appear he had 
two thoughtsin mind without actually stating such thoughts. These thoughts were 
(1) that the Attorney General is most anxious that information concerning King not 
be released; and (2) that the Attorney General's connections with King, and his 
defensive statements concerning King to the Congress in Civil Rights hearings, 
could certainly injure the Attorney General's political chances for the future. 


I made it a point to tell Guthman before he left that the Department was, 
of course, very close to the Saturday Evening Post, particularly in view of the 
deliberate leaks of information to the Saturday Evening Post on the Cassini and 
Valachi matters. I told Guth man that if the Saturday Evening Post had obtained 
information concerning King, it would appear that they might have received such 
information from the same sources where they had gotten their previous facts. 

Guthman reacted to this quite anxiously and stated all this may be true, however, 
under no circumstances would they give any publication the facts concerning King. 

In a very hurt tone of voice, he told me once again the Attorney General was not worrit 
about what an exposure of IQng could do to him. He stated be and the Attorney General

Following my conversation with the Director at approximately 10 AM 
this morning, after the Director had talked with the Attorney General, I called Guthman 
and told him he apparently had misquoted my conversation with him of last night. 

I asked Guthman if he had told the Attorney General, in quoting me, that 2: had been 
"quite concerned about a letter the Attorney General had written in which he defended 
Martin Luther King. " I told Guthman I had not mentioned any letter in my conversation 
with him. Guthman replied that the Attorney General had gotten all mixed up in his 
conversation with the Director. Guthman admitted I made no reference to any letter. 

He also admitted I had not indicated that I was *'quite concerned** in referring to the 
Attorney General. Guthman eiq^lained the basis of the Attorney General’s call to the 
I Director by stating that he and Burke Marshall had gone over to see the Attorney Genera 
and while in his office had mentioned the information which apparently has been 
I accumulated by the Atlanta, Georgia, reporter. In explaining to the Attorney General, 
Guthman stated he told the Attorney General he had discussed this matter with me 
last night and that from the tone of my remarks, Guth man understood that (1) any 
ej^osure of King might possibly jeopardize FBI sources; and (2) any exposure of King 
might react publicly against the Attorney General inasi|puch as the Attorney General

had defended King before the Congress. I told Guthman my remarks to him had 
not meant to imply any potential embarrassment whatsoever to the Attorney General 
and that I had brought the Attorney General’s name into the conversation only because 
of the many newspaper articles which had been written quoting the Attorney General 
and his defense of King. Guthman stated that the Attorney General was very fond 
of me, and that he and the Attorney General, though they would not be around much 
lor^ej:, felt their relations with my office had^e^'oTThe'cTose^ nature. Hesitated 
the Attorney General did not under any circumstances believe that my remarks had 
implied possible potential embarrassment but the Attorney General had called the 
Director merely to keep the record straight. 


Guthman referred once again to the so-called "letter” the Attorney 
General had written concerning King. He admitted once again this matter did not 
come up in our conversation last night. H e stated there had been a letter, however, 
as a result of the Attorney General’s appearance before the Magnus on Committee in 
the Senate. This occurred at the time of the Attorney General’s appearance concernin 
Civil Rights legislation. Senator Monroney had questioned the Attorney General as 
to King’s communistic connections, according to Guthman. The Attorney General 
promised to write Senator Monroney a letter. ' Guthman stated that such a letter had 
been prepared and had been couched in a very careful language. He mentioned that 
the letter had been cleared bv Assistant Director Evans and had then been ddivered 
to Senator Monroney. He stated that following delivery of this letter, either Katzenbac 
o r Burke Marshall, alopg with Mr. Evans , had orally briefed Senators RusseTTand 
onrnng^?-4i^acdin g King’ s commui^ic connections.

No record was located in Bureau files to indicate that the Attorney 
General or anyone in the Department contacted us regarding what information should 
be supplied to the Senators and Congressman relative to King. Mr, Evans has declarec 
that he most certainly did not clear any letter written to the Senators or the 
Congressman on this topic.

Senator Monroney had released the contents of a letter to him from Attorney Genera:

The letter reveale( 
the Attorney General based his statement ”on all available information from the FBI 
and other sources, ” This letter was dated July 23, 1963. A similar letter 
apparently also was sent to Senator Magnuson.

On July 27, 1963, Senator Russell of Georgia wrote the Director 
Inquiring about much the same matter. This letter also was referred to the Attornej 
General ujider date of July 31, 1963, On November 1, 1963, Assistant Attorney 
General Burke Marshall contacted Mr, Belmontes Office relative to the letter from 
Senator Russell and a subsequent letter from the Senator to the Attorney General 
vigorously complaining about not having received an answer to the earlier 
communication. A proposed reply to Senator Russell over the Attorney GeneraFs 
! signature was provided and Mr. Belmont expressed objections to the wording, 
particularly since it would jeopardize a most sensitive source, Mr, Evans conferre< 
with the Attorney General and Mr. Marshall later on 11-1-63 and it was determined 
that the draft of the letter to Russell had been approved by the President, The draft 
was rephrased three times and each draft was rejected by the President who finally 
instructed that an innocuous communication be sent to the Senator and delivered 
personally by Mr. Marshall and Mr. Evans with Mr. Marshall to orally brief the 
Senator. Subsequently on 11-1-63, Deputy Attorney General Katzenbach and 

( Mr. Evans delivered the communication to Senator Russell and Mr, Katzenbach 
briefed him about King, Mr. Evans merely verified that a sensitive source was

Oalamlson contacted Rustin again later in the 
r.oinir.g and described the previous night's meeting as a 
"lynch Galamlson meeting" which lasted three hours. Oalamlson 
said his defenders were few and out-voiced. No one was 
proposed to take Galamlson 'a place. Rustin queried what 
would they (NAACP) tell the public about Oalamlson going; 
call the boycott (of February 3> 1964) a failure? Oalamlson 
said that apparently the basis for their action Is they 
dislike his making "unilateral decisions" and that stuff.^^ 

Rustin said they (NAACP) have two problems; 

1. they have no one equally strong or equally

Jay Howe stated that yesterday morning after they had ConcluGed hearings 
on the Justice Department items, the members and the Chairman instructed him to 
have the USIA show them the film which they have and propose to distribute the 
captioned '’March For Freedom. " Howe stated all members were present for this filraui 
except Congressmen Lipscomb and Neal Smith. Howe stated the film generally deals ^ 
with the racial situation in this country and the members were particularly disturbed 
and irked at the fact that Martin Luther King appears to predominate the film. He j 
appears in better than half of the entire film and after viewing it the members gotthe 3 
impression that he had played an advisory role in its preparation. 

Howe stated cm a strictly confidential basis that the Chairman with the - 
concurrence of the other members ^ the Subcommittee feel that an approach should 
be made to the President so that he can instruct USIA to withdraw this film and not ?u ‘ 
permit its circulation. The Chairman also suggested to Howe he might want to mention 
to the Senate Appropriations Committee Clerk, Harold Merrick, that maybe members 
of the Senate Subcommittee on Appropriations would want to view this film but definiteljrj 
without giving any of the King bade ground which was furnished off the record. 

Howe stated that yesterday afternoon after vieydng toe USIA movie members 
had also observed the editorial in yesterday’s Washington Post dealing with this picture 
which in substance indicated it was a good film; however, it would meet with opposition 
from certain areas particularly those who were "confused" or 'fainthearted. " 


Howe was most appreciative of the letter 
after his appearance before the Subcommittee.

The March 1, 195^ > issue of the '‘Young Socialist 
Challenge/' published as page three of "Labor Action," 
an official publication of the Independent Socialist 
League (ISL), contained an article concerning the 
creation of the YSL, v;hich pointed out that at a unity 
conference occurring February 12-14, 1954, at Labor Action 
Hall, He a York, Mew York, a merger occurred betvjeen the 
Young People *s Socialist League (YPSL) and the Socialist 
Youth League (SYL). The nev; organization was named the 
YSL. 


A confidential Informant on June 13, 1954, made 
available the minutes of the YSL^s National Action Committee 
meeting of April 13j 1954, v;hich reflected that one S* 
SITEMAN, "Chairman of SP (Socialist Party) Youth Committee," 
had objected to a statement appearing in "Commerce," a 
Nevj York Unlveisity journal, which Indicated that the YPSL 
merged v?ith the SYL to form the YSL. He explained that 
the YPSL did not merge vjith anyone, that it continued to 
exist as the youth section of the Socialist Party. He 
explained that a small group of the YPSL v/as dropped, 
expelled, or suspended from that organization and joined 
the SYL, v.’hlch he characterized as the youth group of the

on page 4 contains an article written by Kdchr.~l Mck 
captioned "Rustln; A Man With A Mission; Visit:.

In the article, it was stated 
that Rustln, who organized Monday's school boycott, visited 
the "New York Dally News" yesterday because he had "serious 
doubts about this newspaper^ ability to Judge what is a 
good story and what isn't." According to the article, Rustln, 
who was also the organizing genius behind the March on 
Washington, "griped" about "The News" giving a page one 
headline on Wednesday to a cocktail party which Rustin 
attended at the Soviet United Nations Mission at I36 East

Rustln stated that the entire Negro leadership 
(of the boycott) is behind his right to do this, and he 
stated that the Negro people will pay no more attention to 
this than they do when Adlal Stevenson has lunch at the 
Soviet Mission or when the President has tea with Khrushchev.

It was pointed out by the reporter to Rustln that his (Rustin^t 
record differs from that of the President and the Ambassador 
in that Rustln saw fit to belong to the Young Communist 
League between 1938 and 19^1* although he has alway? denied 
being, a member of the Communist Party. 

Rustln said that he felt the Negro community "will 
not be alarmed because they know .my long history of anti- 
totalltarlanlsm, of my criticism of the Soviet destruction 
of the trade union movement, and my protests against anti- 
Semitism in Russia." Rustln also stated, "I am so fsr removed 
from any CoiTmur.ist Ideology that I have fe'-r* of valking 
to them - and for that reason feel obligated I.j change 
j their minds." 

During the Interview, Rustln pointed up cne of the 
philosophies of Gandhi that one should continue to consult 
with one's opponents, and he indicated that was the reason 
for his coming to "The News." He stated that he considered 
the newspaper his opponent because the paper had made such a 
big thing about a boycott leader going to the Soviet 
Mission. He Indicated that he was disturbed because the 
newspaper had not given more publicity to some of his 
demands concerning the boycott, Rustln said that he wanted • 
it known that he had conferred earlier on Tuesday with 
members of the Soviet delegation, not at a cocktail party, 
but in a group which included poet W.H, Auden and Eric 
Bentley, Columbia University drama teacher. He said the 
subject matter had been the lack of artistic freedom in the 
Soviet Union. 
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It was also reported In the "New York Dally News” 
of February 6, 1964, that at Syracuse University, Irritation 
had been expressed because the institution "was stood up” 
on February 4, 1964, by Bayard Rustln.

King 
said that he has to meet with Herralne (Popper) on February 7>

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King asked if his speech at the New School 
for Social Research had gotten much publicity, and 
Jones replied that it had gotten a half page ad 
In ’‘The 'New York Times". King discussed the possibility 
of discussing or using the "preferential treatment angle" 
for both v;hltes and Negroes in this speech, and Jones 
told him he would have to be careful not to do anything 
to lose his copyright to the material in the book. Jones 
also advised him not to give copies of his speech to 
anyone. They agreed to use another chapter from the book 
for the speech.

ACTION TO BE TAKEN: 


Marshall should be told that a decision as to whether he is to 
see Martin Luther King again is one for him to make. It should be pointed 
out to him, however, that any detailing of specifics as to meetings might 
well endanger our confidential sources. However, if Marshall feels he has to 
name one definite meeting, he can refer to the one at the airport at New York. 

If approved, Marshall will be informed in line with the above. 
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
